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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Besaw and Seliger are directed 
to very different system and that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been led to system meeting the limitations of the claims 
based upon the combined teachings. Applicant also argue that there is no teaching or suggestion that the applications in Besaw that 
share session information access a common data set nor does Besaw disclose maintaining a context by passing information about a 
changed subject. However, the Examiner disagrees with Applicant. Besaw does disclose that the sharing of common session information 
allows the applications that belong to a session to share a common context (col. 4, lines 34-37). Besaw also discloe a web user interface 
session that allows a user share context information of different applications between the web server and use. The information that is 
passed between the web server and user is maintained and updated within the session if the information has changed. Therefore, Besaw 
discloses accessing a common data set and maintaining context by passing information about a changed subject. Also the combination 
of Besaw and Seliger does meet the limitations of the claims. 
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
